The new UNAMIR mandate will center on assistance 
in the return of refugees, and does not include a 
peacekeeping role in Rwanda, which is to [become] 
the responsibility of the Rwandan Government. The 
new UNAMIR mandate charges it to protect only the 
personnel of the International Tribunal on Genocide in 
Rwanda. 


Within six weeks following the 8 March next year, the 
UN secretary general will have to process the departure 
of UNAMIR forces in Rwanda. This is according to 
the Rwandan ambassador to the United Nations, Mr. 
Manzi Bakuramutsa, in an interview to the journalists 
yesterday in New York. 


Bizimungu on French Ties, UNAMIR, Tribunal

in Rwanda] mandate, and the International Tribunal on 
Genocide in Rwanda. 


On relations with France, the president said the Rwan- 
dan Government has indicated [its] willingness to nor- 
malize relations with France, but that France has sys- 
tematically opposed [the] Rwandan Government in the 
UN Security Council, especially on the question of ap- 
prehending the perpetrators of genocide. The French 
Government insists that in order to normalize rela- 
tions with Rwanda, the government should negotiate 
and restore government posts to those accused of geno- 
cide, said the president. He further said the Government 
of Rwanda was not opposed to [the] reconciliation of 
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Rwandans, but that the reconciliation cannot be based on 
the restoration to leadership of the people who planned 
genocide in Rwanda. 


On relations with the Catholic Church, the president ex- 
plained [that] the Government of Rwanda had no prob- 
lem with the Catholic Church as an institution. He said it 
was important to separate individuals from the Catholic 
Church. It is true certain mistakes were committed, and 
they need to be corrected. The president pointed out 
that had the teachings of the church been followed, 
there would have been no genocide in Rwanda. He said 
the church would have a role in the reconciliation in 
Rwanda. 


On UNAMIR’s mandate, President Bizimungu said 
UNAMIR’s mandate was to end this evening, but, 
as requested by former American president [Jimmy 
Carter], UNAMIR’s mandate would be extended. The 
president said UNAMIR’s mandate should adapt to the 
new situation in Rwanda. He noted that relations with 
UNAMIR have been smooth and, if comparison can 
be made with other countries where UN forces have 
operated. 


On the International Tribunal on Genocide in Rwanda, 
the president said it was the Rwandan Government 
that had demanded to have an international tribunal on 
genocide, and that the Government of Rwanda fully 
supported the tribunal.

Barambirwa had criticized prison conditions in Rwanda, 
where 60,000 ethnic majority Hutus are jailed without 
trial on charges of involvement in the killings of up 
to one million minority Tutsis and moderate Hutus last 
year. He had also denounced “arbitrary detentions" and 
violations of "property rights" in Rwanda.

[Chauzy] There are reports of casualties in Masisi, 
people being killed. Can you confirm that? 


[Saver] Yes, I can confirm it, but unfortunately I cannot 
confirm exactly the toll. We do not have access for the 
moment to this area. Most of them have fled from the 
hospital and have [word indistinct] so it is very hard 
to know. We do know indeed that there have been 
Casualties; probably several dozens have been killed, 
and several hundreds were wounded but it very hard to 
give detailed figures. 


{Chauzy] What could be the consequence of a new flare- 
up in that part of Kivu Province? 


[Saver] My concern actually is that there might be 
some connection with the refugee crisis, with the Hutus 
from Rwanda. What will happen is that the whole 
ethnic pattern of Masisi area could be redrawn with 
some kind of ethnic cleansing here and there, to make

Somaliland Police Hold Plane for Illegal Landing

Authorities in the self-proclaimed Republic of Soma- 
liland have detained a plane and its two-member crew, 
after accusing them of landing illegally at Berbera air- 
port, 150 kilometres (95 miles) east of the Republic’s 
capital, Hargeysa. 


Reports reaching here quoted local authorities in 
Berbera as saying that the plane, chartered by the 
Norwegian embassy in Nairobi, was deporting three 
Somali nationals from Norway and had first dropped 
one Somali deportee at the Somali southern port of 
Kismaayo and then continued to Berbera to drop the 
remaining two deportees. 


The two pilots, one of whom is Norwegian, «nd the two 
Somalis were now being questioned by the Somaliland 
police in Berbera, reports said. 


This is the second time Somaliland authorities have 
arrested Norwegians on charges of illegally landing 
at airports in the self-proclaimed Republic, which has 
yet to receive international recognition. Last August, a 
plane chartered by the Norwegian embassy in Nairobi 
landed in Hargeysa with three Somali deportees but the 
plane was detained, along with some six foreigners on 
board — a Swede, a French national, two Norwegians 
and two Kenyan bodyguards who had accompanied the 
deportees. 


After intensive negotiations between the two sides and 

s from their respective governments to Soma- 
liland President Mohamed Ibrahim Egal, the plane was 
fined for illegal landing and the nationals were released. 


Aidid Meets Regional Representatives in Baidoa

He gave a briefing on the transitional plan to introduce 
structures for regional autonomy to be introduced in Bay 
and Bakool regions soon. 


President Aidid stressed that means of contributing 
toward the work of reconciliation and peace in progress 
in Bay region and should be considered, as well as ways 
of explaining to the misled youth what was in their 
interests. He said: It is important to avoid whatever can 
bring about (word indistinct] backwardness and to keep 
promises. In conclusion, he asked them to convey his 
greetings to the people of Manaas and Ufurow and to 
implement the programs and plans of the government of 
the republic of Somalia to develop the people. [passage

The delegates reported on the true situation in their 
areas of origin, noting that what they had been hearing 
was different from what they were hearing now.

However, the names were not announced 
in order not to disrupt the investigations, because 
those involved are in various countries. Correspondent 
(Lekon), tell us about it: 


((Lekon)] These developments follow the issuing of 
arrest warrants for eight accused people who, as the 
investigations of the tribunal have shown, have charges 
to answer. Announcing this before correspondents from 
various countries at the Arusha International Conference 
Center [AICC] early today, the registrar of the tribunal, 
Dr. Andronico Adede, said the arrest warrants for 
the accused were signed on 28 November by Judge 
Navanathem Pillay of the tribunal for Rwanda. 


Judge Pillay, who is a woman judge from South Africa, 
began the task of going over the initial names and evi- 
dence submitted to her by the chief prosecutor of the tri- 
bunal, Judge Richard Goldstone, [word indistinct], who 
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is also South African. However, contrary to the expec- 
tations of correspondents who attended the meeting, the 
names of the eight accused were not given because the 
announcement of the names of the accused, who are in 
various countries, might make them try to run away or 
hide. 


Dr. Adede, who is a lawyer from Kenya, said the cases 
against the accused are expected to begin immediately 
aiter the arrest of the accused, and the completion of 
two rooms for hearing the cases at the AICC center, 
where the tribunal for Rwanda is meeting. 


The eight accused are faced with various charges, 
including killings, violation of human rights, and of 
involvement in a conspiracy that sparked off a wave 
of killings of thousands of citizens, including women 
and children. The killings occurred in Kibuye District 
between 10 April and 30 June 1994.

Museveni Opens International AIDS Conference

Conference on AIDS and Sexually Transmitted Diseases 
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in Africa, ICASA, opened yesterday at the Uganda In- 
ternational Conference Center in Kampala. The confer- 
ence has attracted 2,000 scientists, researchers, and rep- 
resentatives of organizations dealing with AIDS. 


The five-day conference was formally opened by Pres- 
ident Yoweri Museveni, who called on political lead- 
ers in Africa to take the lead in combating the AIDS 
scourge. Mr. Museveni said that because of the delib- 
erate effort by the political leadership in Uganda, there 
are reports that there is a slowdown of new infections of 
AIDS in urban areas. He attributed this to the deliberate 
campaign by the political leadership in Uganda against 
the AIDS scourge. President Museveni therefore said 
that the work geared toward fighting AIDS in Africa 
should not only be left to medical doctors alone, espe- 
cially now that there is no drug yet to cure AIDS. 


Political leaders on the continent, he declared, must 
come out openly in the campaign to educate the people 
about guarding against AIDS. President Museveni told 
the delegates that in the two decades since the world 
came to know AIDS, the scourge has posed a big 
challenge to humankind because, apart from having no 
drug yet to cure it, mostly it kills young people, who 
are an economic productive group. Mr. Museveni said 
that estimates indicate that by the end of this year, 20 
million men and women will be infected with AIDS in 
the whole world and of this, 84 percent will be in the 
developing world. 


President Museveni attributed the rapid spread of AIDS 
in developing countries to a number of factors such 
as poverty, ignorance, and poor health services. He, at 
this juncture, called for a deliberate policy to sensitize 
women, and to assert their rights, especially where 
life is threatened. President Museveni observed that the 
consequence of AIDS in Africa is the large number of 
orphans but, fortunately, the institution of the extended 
family has helped to take care of the orphans. He, 
however, stressed that help to educate these orphans is 
needed. 


While stressing the need for scientists and researchers 
to continue efforts to find a drug to cure AIDS, 
Mr. Museveni at the same time called on Ugandan 
professionals to exert their own efforts in a bid to find 
solutions to some of the internal problems facing them 
so that they discard the mentality of always waiting for 
aid to come from outside to make anything. He said

Although Cuba was not broached, Mbeki said both 
sides were trying to find a solution to the dispute 
over Armscor’s access to technology. Gore, meanwhile, 
confirmed he had articulated U.S. policy on Iran to 
both Mbeki and President Mandela, saying that it had 
committed human rights abuses and exported terrorism. 


Gore also confirmed he had held discussions with 
Mandela about sanctions against Nigeria in the wake 
of the execution of nine human rights activists in 
November. The U.S. imports 50% of Nigeria's oil 
output, but has ruled out an oil embargo. Gore denied 
that differences existed between the two governments 
anid said an effective response must be multilateral. 
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Neither Mbeki nor Gore made mention of the dispute 
over trademarks, centred around the use of U.S. food 
company McDonald's golden arches, which has acted 
as a deterrent for U.S. companies, entering SA. 


Dissent was left to US Commerce Secretary Ron Brown. 
Ata U.S.-SA business development committee meeting 
earlier this week, Brown said the trademarks dispute 
between the U.S. and SA needed to be resolved urgently.

Mandela’s office on Tuesday said it had noted such re- 
ports, as well as reports that similar circumstances might 
influence the government's policy towards Morocco and 
the Saharawi Arab Democratic Republic [Western Sa- 
hara], the situation in Nigeria, and the Indonesia and 
East Timor situation. 


It said Mandela, in his capacity as leader of the ANC, 
had indeed raised funds to ensure this organisation 
discharged its functions, a process which had made it 
possible for South Africa to undergo the transition that 
had been achieved. 


"Such funds, and other forms of support, have been 
acquired from virtually all countries that the president 
has visited or interacted with, including the countries 
which are alleged in media reports to have been 
disadvantaged in comparison with others on account of 
some pecuniary considerations.” 


Mandela’s office said it hoped the media would handle 
the matter with circumspection ard ensure clarification 
was sought from relevant government bodies before 
serious allegations were made.

Two issues loom 
large: that parliamentarians need to get down to work 
and a Cabinet reshuffle would be welcomed by most. 


It would be nice too, if President Nelson Mandela could 
refrain from sniping at executive deputy president FW 
de Klerk. 


There can be little doubt that the GNU has performed 
far better than expected. Crime is top of everyone's 
concerns, but that is not a phenomenon that began the 
day after democratic election results were announced 
last year. What made most whites aware of it was the 
shifting of policing priorities. 


Gauteng MEC [member of the Executive Council] 
for Safety and Security Jessie Duarte points out that 
whereas previously 80% of the police service was con- 
centrated in white areas, now they have been spread 
evenly throughout cities and towns. The chronic short- 
age of police officers, their poor detection skills and 
massive under resourcing has become terrifyingly ap- 
parent. 


Among the provinces, Gauteng under premier Tokyo 
Sexwale gets a gold star. Sexwale has gone out of his 
way to promote investment in the region by actively 
courting business and taking delegations abroad on real 
investment missions — not government junkets. And 
he has built around him one of the strongest teams of 
administrators in the country. 


The Western Cape under premier Hernus Kriel gets a 
gold star for not only manning a steady ship, but for 
building more houses than in any other province, except 
for KwaZulu/Natal which has house-building as one of 
its only praiseworthy achievements. 


A silver star goes to Free State premier Patrick Lekota 
for efforts to soothe the farming community, crack down 
hard on corruption and address glaring inequities in his 
province. 
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The Aspirin award goes to the Northern Province and 
the Eastern Cape who had difficult challenges anyhow in 
trying to merge the administrations of former bantustans 
and provinces, but weak leadership in the Eastern 
Cape in particular has exacerbated the situation, with 
corruption and chaos the norm. 


Eastern Cape premier Raymond Mhlaba needs to join 
Foreign Minister Alfred Nzo in retirement. 


Perhaps the only thing preventing Mandela from replac- 
ing Nzo up to now has been an awareness of the active 
betting on who will replace him.

Instead, there seems to have been a disagreement 
between Sigxashe and the policeman who investigated 
the incident. The man had wanted to take away his gun 
but Sigxashe apparently refused . 


After 30 years of exile, he is glad to he hack home 
and says that he is glad his work is in the internal 
intelligence service. 


"I would hate it if I was in the secret service and | had 
to fly from country to country,” he admits. 


His hectic schedule leaves him little time to relax, read 
or watch movies, which he is fond of.

Although he is more academically inclined and prefers 
research. Sigxashe he says he enjoys his job a lot. 


"I'm not a talkative person, so I prefer quiet work. Bi 
one must have a great liking for what onc does. If you 
don’t like your work, it’s torture," he admits. 


Being head of the NIA [National Intelligence Agency] 
is not glamorous work. “Believe me, it’s nothing like 
James Bond for me. Maybe the agents in the field have 
more fun,” he jokes.

The cashew industry is not the only industry in the 
country. We are rehabilitating the industrial sector in 
all areas. This requires money, and this money must 
be acquired through loans or donations. Donors are 
guided by international institutions. This being the case, 
we will not insist on measures that can further worsen 
Our situation, even it means saving one of the sectors. 
So what we can do is continue negotiating with the 
World Bank in order to adopt the right measures. 
As I pointed out yesterday, however, this issue can 
be resolved better by increased cashew production to 
guarantee a balanced position. What makes traders 
want to sell cashews is perhaps the industrial sector’s 
low purchasing power and the fact that the existing 
Cashews cannot be adequately distributed between the 
industrial and trade sectors [words indistinct]. Thus, 
besides continuing negotiations with the World Bank 
and the IMF, we will continue with our program to 
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increase cashew production. That is the most practical 
solution. [end recording] 


Meanwhile, President Joaquim Chissano said today that 
Interior Minister Manuel Antonio did not commit any 
mistake or crime to justify dismissal from his post. 
Chissano was answering journalists who asked him at 
a news conference whether he would dismiss Manuel 
Antonio because of alleged bad police work. The 
Mozambican head of state said Interior Minister Manuel 
Antonio is heading his department correctly. Mistakes 
exist in all departments, Chissano said, adding that this 
is not enough to say that a leader is not performing well. 


Chissano said at the news conference that the police 
have increased their activity and there are more positive 
results than negative. 


President Joaquim Chissano confirmed that recent re- 
ports of an alleged coup attempt are linked to some very 
alarming signals.

[Chissano] "At this stage, we are not overly concerned 
with establishing who hid the weapons, whether it was 
a certain party — what we want right now is to seize 
those weapons. Whoever hid the weapons, whoever is 
in illegal possession of weapons, that is something else 
altogether and those people will have to face criminal 
proceedings. At this stage, we are urging people to 
anonymously hand over their weapons and no questions 
will be asked. What concerns us now ts to collect 
those weapons and eliminate the arms caches. By the 
same token, we intend to institute criminal proceedings 
against anyone continuing to hide weapons." 


Looking back on his first year in office, the Mozambican 
head of state said it has been a time of positive 
developments under Frelimo’s slogan — for a better 
future. President Chissano toured 40 districts and noted 
that efforts are under way in those areas to rebuild war- 
ravaged infrastructure. Concerning the economy, about 
90 percent of privatized companies were bought by 
Mozambican businessmen. He also disclosed that fiscal 
measures are being taken to encourage exports. The 
Mozambican head of state reported that the last year 
has seen growth in the agricultural sector; 100 schools, 
100 health posts, 10 hospitals, and 100 homes for health 
workers were built.

Said that from Friday, and over the next three weeks, 
would-be voters could inspect the rolls in their con- 
Stituencies to ensure they were registered. No date has 
been announced for the presidential elections, the sec- 
ond since 1987, when the constitution was changed to 
introduce an executive presidency. Presidential elections 
are due every six years. Next year’s poll follows last 
April’s parliamentary elections which secured President 
Robert Mugabe’s ruling ZANU-PF [Zimbabwe African 
National Union-Patriotic Front] party 118 of 120 con- 
tested seats. 


Mugabe easily crushed Edgar Tekere, his only opposi- 
tion in the last presidential elections in 1990. Analysts 
say there is little doubt he will emerge the victor again 
next year in the face of a broken and ineffectual polit- 
ical opposition. Deep voter apathy is forecast after 15 
years of rule by ZANU-PF which have brought increas- 
ingly visible public anger about widespread corruption 
and mismanagement and plummeting standards of liv- 
ing. 


Deep suspicion about the electoral process has also 
emerged since August, when a Harare High Court judge 
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threw a ruling party candidate out of her seat in a key ur- 
ban Harare constituency after major irregularities were 
exposed in her election in May. Outspoken indepen- 
dent candidate Margaret Dongo last month won the by- 
election called to fill the seat.

AIDS Epidemic Pressuring Commerce, Industry

in Zimbabwe say the AIDS epidemic, which is killing 
an average of 300 people a week in Zimbabwe, will 
have a negative impact on the economy in the very near 
future. 


The Confederation of Zimbabwean Industries says 10 
percent, or 120,000 of the formal work force, will be 
unemployable in the next two years because they will 
either be too ill from AIDS-related diseases or they will 
have died. 
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Experts say the epidemic has affected the economically 
active 20-to-40-year age group most, at a time when 
the country is undergoing Western-supported economic 
reforms. They say this is exerting pressure on commerce 
and industry, which now faces serious shortages of 
technical and professional skills. The shortage has been 
aggravated by a serious brain drain to neighboring 
countries where salaries and working conditions are 
much better. 


Companies say they are already losing productivity 
because of lost man hours due to sick workers seeking 
treatment, or healthy ones attending funerals of friends 
and relatives. 


The minister of health, Dr. Timothy Stamps, says more 
than 100,000 people have died from AIDS in the past 
10 years, and that 100,000 people infected with AIDS 
will die in the next 18 months. Official estimates put 
the number of people believed to be carrying the AIDS 
virus at 1 million, or 10 percent of the population. 
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
